WAR, EXPENDITURE 

“In ‘the first place there ‘is ex- 
penditure.’ We are now spending 
£12,500,000 a day, which is about 
$62,500,000. This expenditure is 
nearly: three-quarters of our whole 
National income in 1938, From our. 
richest men direct. taxation alone 
takes 17 shillings out of every 20 
shilling .of their income. No per-' 
son. in this country with an income 
of over a dollar a‘ day is exempt 
from ‘taxation. Apart from this 
people saved and lent’ ‘£1, 160 ,000,- 
000. 

- “It was Napoleon who called 
us a nation of shopkeepers,” 
went on Mr. Coote, “and ever 
since he put that label on us 
there has been an idea abroad’ 
that the British were a mean 
race.
